Wasuinotox, April 17.— (Special. ] --The 
tariff debate has opened, and for at Jeast five 
weeks, with very few days intermission in the 
house, will be speeches almost without end. 
More than one hundred names are already on 
the speaker's list, and additions are being 
guade daily. 

Mr. Mills was at his_desk when the house 

convened, and at 1.05 took the floor to make 
the opening speech of the great fight. On his 
desk was a cup of hot coffee, which he would 
sip with apparent relish at intervals. Both 
the floor and the galleries were well filled. 
The latter, it might be said, was crowded, and 
the very strictest of attention was given the 
Texan by every one present. He spoke for an 
hour and forty-five minutes, and made about 
as good an argument as could have been made 
on his side of the question. 
* His delivery was good and every word uttered 
could be heard in the most distant gallery. 
At itsconclusion quite a numberof the demo- 
cratic members crowded around to exte nd 
their congratulations, but if those democrats 
who didn’t join the congratulatory clement 
may be taken as opponents of the bill, it is 
gafeto say it will net receive the support of 
the majority of even the democratic side of 
the house. 

Although Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, hed 
asked unanimous consent that Mr. Mills be 
aliowed all the time he desired in delivering 
his speech, and had listened attentively 
through, when that gentleman took the tloor 
for a reply, Mr. Mills immediately left the hall 
and didn’t even show that gentleman the 
courtesy of listening to any part of his re- 
marks. 

Mr. Kelley’s speech consumed the remainder 
of the day. Tt was practically the same speech 
he had delivered on former occasions in dis- 
cussing the tariif. 

Judge Crisp says Mr. Mills’s speech was a 
splendid effort, and is unanswerable. Mr. 
Candler says it wasa inasterly speech, and was 
the strongest presentation of his side of the 
case that can be made. In regard to the 
Mills bill, he says he shall try to‘ amend it in 
several particulars, but if he can’t succeed in 
getting his amendments adopted, he will then 
yoto for the billas it stands. He is in favor 
of a total repeal of the internal revenue 
system, but if he can’t get that 
he will vote for the Millis Dill as 
the only means left of reducing the surplus.

TAKING UP THE TARIFF BILL. 


Mr. Mills’s Speech In the House in Favor of 
Variff Reduacticn. 

Wasutnoton, April i17.—In view of the fact 
that the contest over the tariff~bill is to open 
in the house today the galleries were unusually 
weil filled when the house was called to order 
at noon. 

After reports from committees the house 
went into committee of the whole (Mr. 
Springer inthe chair) for consideration of the 
tariff bill. No opposition was made to Mr. 
Mills’s motion to this effect. 

Every effort, said Mr. Mills, that had been 
made to bring the war exactions of the gov- 
ernment down to a peace establishment had 
been resisted. step by step, and every effort 
had been defeated. There had been a tax on 
railroads, butit was gone. It had not lived 
long afterthe war. It had been a tax on 
wealth. It was said to be oppressive to tax 
the wealth. There had been a tax on in- 
surance companies. It was gone. There had 
been a tax on express companies. It was 
gone. There had bcen a tax on bank deposits 
and bank capital. It was gone. Three hun- 
dred millions, paid by the wealth 
of the country, had been swept 
away, and the burden of taxation 
had been made heavier as it had been loaded 
upon the shoulders of those who had to sup- 
port themselves and the government. Was 


i the tax of three per cent to be paid out of the 


| dnueed. 


pockets of manufacturers of blankets, a weight 
more oppressive than the tax of 79 per cent 
paid by the consumer on imported and domes- 
tic products? Was the tax of 3 per cent on 
ineomes more oppressive thanthe tax of 100 
per cent on women’s and children’s dress 
goods? Yet all these taxes on wealth had 
gone and the gentlemen of the minority boast- 
ed that they had reduced the tax to the 
amount of 360 million, while the democratic 
party had reduced it only a bagatelle. That 
was the splendid column these gentlemen had 
erected. 

All taxes on wealth had passed away and all 
burdens cast upon the shoulders of the labor- 
ing man. In 1535 taxation had still further 
been reduced, and this magnificent shaft, 
which the party then in power had erected to 
commemorate its legislative wisdom and 
beneficiency of its laws, was crowned with a 
capstone taking off the internal revenue tax 
on playing cards and putting twenty per cent. 
on Bibles. [Laughter.] 

The democratic party had been trying to re- 
duce taxation upon the necessities of life, and 
was charged by the minority’ with 
not accomplished any reduction. That 
would have been & grave charge 
if the gentlemen who made it were 
not guilty of having prevented the democrats 
from accomplishing the reduction. It did not 
lic in their mouths to charge the. democrats 
with failing to reduce taxation when they had 
mustered their whole strength, striking out 
the enacting clanse of bills presented by dem- 
ocrats. Twice they had accomplished that 
and twice they had refused even to consider 
the question of reduction of taxation. But 
the greatest evil intlicted upon the people by 
excessive taxation on the consumers cf the 
country was in the destruction of values of 
exports. The great body of exports were agri- 
cultural products. From 75 to 80 per cent 
of the exports were such products. The 

r2r dutics limited impertation~ -and 
that limited exportation. Furplus 
productions were, therefore, thrown upon the 
home market. It became over supplicd and 
prices went down. Soit was with the people 
of Europe. Their products were thrown upon 
their home markets and their prices went 
down. 

In 1580, after the long depression from 1873, 
prices suddenly rose in Eurone. and the result 
was that as prices rose the tariff went down, 
and importations increased about $200,000,000 
more a year. Exports also increased ecnor- 
mously. But it was insisted that if duties 
were lower and foreign goods were imported, 
our people would be turned out of employment 
and the rates of wages would be reduced. 
Nothing of the sort would happen. We 
would import things which we could not pro- 
duce—things that could be produced cheaper 
in other ceuntries than at home. We could 
now produce less than 99 per cent 
of all the manufactures consumed in this 
country cheaper athomethan they could be 
produced anywhere else in the world and 
transported here. It was said that a high 
tariff might raise wages for labor.

were enabled to pay higher wages. . Unques- 
tionably. But did he doit? No. High tariff 
did not regulate wages. Wages were regulated 
by demand and supply and the capacity of the 
laborer to do his work, If high tariff regulated 
wages, how was it that wages in different parts 
of the country were different? How was it 
that wages in different localities in the same 
state were diiferemt? The rate of wages 
in the cotton industry were lower in 
Khode Island than in Pennsylvania 
but in iron industry wages were higher in 
Rhode Island than in Pennsylvania.® It was 
admitted by ali that the rate of wages in this 
country were higher than in France or Germa- 
ny, and yet Germany and France had protec- 
tive tarifisto guard against the free labor of 
England. What made this high rate of wages 
in this country? It was coal and steam and 
machinery. It was these great agents that 
made labor more valuable, and a hich rate of 
wages meant low cost of production. Fifty 
years ago it required five persons to make 
eight yards of cloth in ono day. They got 
twenty cents apiece aday. The labor cost of 
cloth was 124 cents a yard. Counting 300 
working days tm the year, the whole product 
of these five cheap laborers was 2,400 yards, 
but when coal and steam and machinery were 
harnessed together to produce cloth, five per- 
sons could produce 140,000 yards a year. 
The labor cost of cloth was now 
1.08 of acenta year. The wages of labor in- 
siead of being $60 a year was $287. Old wages 
had to depart before the conquering march of 
high wages and steam machinery. It was not 
the rate of wages that camé into the market 
to contest supremacy. It wasan article that 
labor produced and if it could be produced at 
a lower eost than a rival article, it would 
drive that rival out of the market. Increased 
productive power, a high rate of wages, low 
cost of production, followed each other as the 
night follows the day. The fact that the rate 
of wages was higher in this country than in 
England, meant that England was distanced 
inthe great industrial contest in which the 
United States had entered. He read from a 
tale compiled by an English genticman sent 
over to investigate the cotton industry of , the 
United States to show that in every case the 
labor cost of cotton goods was lower here than 
in England. 

Mr. Milliken, of Maine--If that is so, what 
harm does tariff do? 

Mr. Mills—What good does itdo? It ena- 
bles you to make trusts and combinations and 
pools. [Applause on the democratic side. ] 

Mr. Mills then proceeded to say that though 


the labor cost was lower and the rate of wages | 


higher than in England, yet England beat us, 
because she produced goods at a total cost low- 
erthan ours. It was notlabor. It was mate- 
rial. 

Mr. Brumm, of Pennsylvania--Did I under- 
stand the gentleman to say that the cost of cot- 
ton goods in England was less than in this 
country? 

Mr. Mills—The labor cost in producing a 
pound of print is lowerhere than in England, 
but the total eost for material and everything 
is lower in England.

Mr. Mills spoke about an hour and three- 
quarters, and as he took his seat he was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of democratic meinbers, 
who pressed forward to shake his hand and 
tender their congratulations. . 

The house, at the instance of Mr. Breckin- 
ridge of Arkansas, extended to Mr. Kelley the 
same privilege in the matter of time that had 
been granted Mr. Mills. 

Mr. Kelley said that the proposed ‘aw put- 
ting wool on the free list would abolish sheep 
liusbandry, destroy the tmmense capital em- 
barked therein, and impoverish more than a 
million who own flocks, or are. enployed in 
their care, and by working this ruin it would 
diminish the supply of cheap and healthful 
clothing to the mining and manufacturing la- 
borers of the country. It would also render 
the production of American tin plates and 
cottea, ties impossible by placing these 
articles on the free list with 
wool. By tbe transfer of these and 
other*products of coal and iron ore tothe free 
list and by reducing the duties on steel rails, 
structural iron and many other forms of iron 
and stecl sufligiently to withdraw protection 
from them and permit foreign products to flood 
our markets. It would, though it maintained 
existing duties on} coal and iron ore, Ciose 
@ majority of bituminous coal fields 
and ore banks which are now giving 
profitable employment to hundreds of 
thousands of laborers, not only 
in the northern states; but in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Tennessee and Alabama, and turn them 
adrift without. the prospect of other employ- 
ment elsewhere than in the cotton and corn 
fields. Lut while professing to have avan- 
doued their purpose to put coal and iron ore 
on the free list, its framers had ingeniously 
contrived to make the importation of both fies 
by such measures of indirection as might en- 
able them to saddle the treasury department 
or judiciary with the political consequences 
of their. deliberate tergiversations. The 
junto would not put coal and ore squarely and 
frankly on the free list. They had, however, 
as effectually provided for the repeal of duties 
that now protect them as could have becn 
done by naming them in that list. They were 
not specially enumerated or provided for, and 
consequently the repeal of existing duties cn 
these articles was specially provided in lines 
two and three of section 41, last paragraph of 
the bill, the language of which is that ‘‘all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby repéaled.”’ 

This language applied and repealed the pro- 
visions of the law which now authorize the 
collection of duties on those ‘“‘mincral sul- 
stances in a crude state and metals un- 
wrought,” known to commerce as bituminous 
coal and iron ore. It was claimed for the com- 
mittee’s bill that it would open foreign miar- 
kets to our productions, and in connection with 
this preposterous claim it might not 
be inappropriate to say that the corn 
consumed in the glucose industry, of 
which little is knewn to the farmers of 
the country at large, equalled more than one- 
third of our tota) annual export of corn, and is 
about one-half the quantity consumed by our 
distilleries, whose interests are protected by 
the existing tariff and by the wereey created 
and yested in the ‘‘whisky trust”? by internal 
taxes on distiiled spirits; both of which meth- 
ods of protection a gwen | of the committee 
on ways aud means seemed to regard as the 
vested rights of the ‘‘trust,’’ which no legisia- 
tion may repeal or modify. 

Mr. Kelley said it would be a mistake to 
suppose from the drift of his remarks that he 
Was opposed to the reduction of the surplus. 
He defined his policy in these words: 

j *) ould so legiyate on the queshon of the sur- 
plus and the sources whence it tlows as to - increase 
the wealth; power and dignity of the country by 
promoting the development of its mnat- 
ural resources and the diversification ol 
i:dustriesand thus diminish its dependence upon 
foreign importations, upon which duties are col- 
lected. 1 would derive national revenues from cus- 
toms duties, so adjusted to remunerative prices for 
commodities to stimulate and defend home produc- 
tions. while preventing combinations, trusts and 
monopolies of any Kind from burdening consumers 
by demanding fictitious prices, In pursuance of 
this policy ] wou d promote by adequate duties the 
srowth oi jute, ramie, fax, hemp and other tibrous 
plants, and their manufacture into thread, cordase 
and fabrics, and would maintain the existing du- 
ties on suvar. I would alsoimpose such duties on 
tin plate as would quicken the 
mining of tin and invite the location 
of such smelting works, furnaces, forges and roiling 
mills for plate sneets in close proximity to the mines 
as would crown the Black hillsof Dakota with in- 
dustries of which the nation would be proud, and 
the beneficience of which allits people would feel 
and appreciate. But these proc: sses of roducing 
the reveune, though certain, wlll be gradual, and, 
as the president has truly said: 

‘It is the condition which confronts us, 
theory.”’ 

Reduction should be effected immediately by the 
abolition of sources of income receipts from which 
may be computed month by month if not abso.nte- 
ly day by day. The politics of this country are now 
dominated by a whisky trust as absolutely as they 
wore by slavery before the warand kibg alcohol is 
proving that he is as hostile to national develop- 
ment as king cots n ever was. 

In conclusion, ] submit that it was_ by the provis- 
ions of law imdosing taxes on distilled spirits 
that the “whisky trust’’ was called into ex- 
istence and enabled to accomplish the revival of 
despotism which pervaded the southern states be- 
fore the war, and that the power of this trust and 
combinaticns of democratic politicians aud tie 
banking intluence of Kentucky can be broken only 
by a repeal ofinternal taxes, the perpetutation of 
which {s the issue presented fo the American people 
by the president in his free trade message, and by 
the fivesouthern gentlemen who have dominated 
the eouncils of the committee of was and means, 
and submitted this bill to the house for considera- 
tion. For myself I will siand for the protective 
system and the maintenence of such rates of duties 
as will insure the developement of all resources of 
the country, increase the number of its industries 
and perpetuate its national independence, commer- 
cial and industrial, as well as political. Tuis can- 
not be done if the internal tax system is to be main- 
tained, for the surplus is in a condition that cannot 
perpetuated with safety to our republican institu- 
tions. The purity of the government, the safety of 
business; and the morals of the public demand an 
abatement of the surplus by the repeal of the taxes 
which tlow from it, and if, in addition to the hoard- 
ing of what should be current money of the realm 
in the treasury of the United States, we maintain a 
sysiem of sureties by which from poventy Ors 
millions to one hundred million of what should be 
eur current money shall be applied solely to the 
use of the ‘“‘whisky trust’ in i8 war upon our 
national indistries, posterity, referring to the 
surplus and its demoralizing influence, will impute 
the crime that perpetuated it, and the consequences 
with which it brought tothe fifthieth congress of 
the United States of America. 

He referred to his recent visit to Kentucky 
and tothe Garnuést welcome bestowed upon 
him by the large-framed. great-hearted and 
sturdy men, who came from all parts of the 
state to take counsel with each 
other as to how their own condition 
and that of their suffering fellow. citi- 
zens might be improved. If he _ had 
said a word that could wognd the sensibility 
of any Kentuckian, it has not been used with 
that intent and he begged the people of this 
wonderfully endowed state to remember the 
scripture maxim: “That faithful are the 
wounds of a friend.”’ 

The committee then rose. 
5:10 adjourned.

| CONKLING IS DEAD. 


A. Talented and Useful Man Lost 
to Earth. 


LAST MOMENTS OF THE STATESMAN 


Bulletins of His Physicians During the Night 
~A Hotel Porter Gives Out a Rumor 
Which is Denied, 


New York, April 18.—Mr. Conkling died 
at 1:50 this morning. 


At 9 o’clock last night reports from Mr. 
Conkling’s bedside were conmtlicting. The 
rumor of his death which had been circulated 
seems to have been given out by a hotel por- 
ter. .Colonel Fred Conkling came out of the 
| house and said positively that his father was 
not dead, but that he could not Mve twelve 
hours. This was the first official announce- 
ment from the house since the rumor was 
floated out through the porter. 

Drs. Barker and Sands left the sick chamber 
at 9:35. Dr. Barker denied that Mr. Conkling 
was dead, but said he was sinking rapidly and 
would in all probability die before morning. 

is system is giving way rapidly and he was 
very weak and he had lost all consciousness. 

Dr. Barker called at 10:50 o’clock Jast hight 
aud remained until 11 o’clock. He said that 
Mr. Conkling was failing rapidly. His ex- 
tremities were becoming cold. His legs were 
quite cold. He was pulseless. His respiration 
was very quick. He did not think Mr. Conk- 
ling could live much longer. In fact he did 
not think he would live two hours. He was 
suffering from general failure of nervous 
system. 

At the bedside of the dving man weré Mrs. 
Conkling, Judge Cox, Dr. Anderson, Mrs. 
Oakham (Mr. Conkling’s daughter), and a 
professional nurse. Mr. Conkling passed 
away without moving a limb. He looked as 
though peacefully sleeping. There were a 
number of persons onieiia onthe street, wait- 
ing tocatch the last report. Within doors 
there were between forty and fifty persons, 
also waiting to hear the worst. They were 
composed cheifly of representatives of the press 
and friends of the dead senator. 


The Conkling family isa talented one: Roscoe's 
father, Alfred Conkling, was an eminent lawyer, 
member of congress in 1521-2: judge of the United 
States district court for the Northern district of New 
York from 1225 to 1852, and minister tov Mexico for 
ashortterm.

EXCITED PRESB YTERIANS. 


A Kesolution That Caused a Sensation ina 
Presbytery. 

Cuicaao, April 17,~—The annual meeting of 
the Chicago presbytery began yesterday. The 
most important feature of the proceedings of 
the day w 3 tions 

y was a preamble and resola intro- 
duced by Rev. Mr. Johnson, of the Tuédlogi- 
cal seminary, on the reunion of.the northern 
and southern Presbyterian churches. After 
setting out that they heartily favor the reu- 
nion of the northern and southern Presdyte- 
rian churches, solely on the basis of the com- 
mon _ standard they assure =.—d the 
committee of the southern church 
that there is no change in their views con- 
cerning the spirituality of such as connected 
with its political deliverance. The resolution 
theu says: 

“We cannot consent to the establishment of a sep- 
arate Affi-an Presbyterian ehurch, or to any p*o- 
Vistonal arrangcment Jookinz forward tethe organ- 
ization of a se; arate Atrican Presbyter church.” 

We are willing to cousent to an inane by 
which the present boundaries aud constituencies of 
the presbytery and synod in tbe south shall remain 
In staiu quo; providet, thisshall be uneonstrained 
preferences of both parties interested, explicitly 
expressed by the s: veral presbyteries, and provided 
it be no bar to future adjustments according to 
Presbyterian preferences, subject always, as hereto- 
fore, to the acts of tle general assembly.” * * © 

“If there are a su'licient number of ministers and 
churches to forin a colored presbytery in apy local- 
ity alreedy covered by the synod, such presbyter 
may be forme lif those on the ground desire it, bu 
such presbytery sbeli remain in the same synod, 
unless there be a synod of our colored (bristian 
brethren hear enough to which the presbytery asks 
to be attach: d.”’ 

The reading of the preamble and resolution 
created a profound sensation. Dr. Gray pro- 
tested that if such an utterance as that went 
forth as the deliberate expression of opinion 
of a body of Christian ministers, a quarter of 
century after the closing of the war, it would 
be inost infamous and disgracefal. 

“It means that we shall go down there with 
arms and resettle allthe old issues with the 
bloody, nearly forgoften war. The Presbyte- 
ries of Florida, Missouri, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessece have already signified a desire to come 
over to reunion, but not a man of them would 
comé in the face of such an insult as this, The 
effeet can only result in the disintegration of 
that chureh.”’ 

Rev. Dr. Withrow said: “‘A powerful body 
will come to the general assembly asking for 
reunion. We cannot stand on this proposition. 
It would sweep us from off our feet. But 
then, again, if we say we will consent to reun- 
ions I doubt if we would succeed. If we fail 
it will be to the everlasting shathe of the Pres- 
byterian church. I don’t believe in eeclesias- 
tical utterances, and I am unshakably con- 
vinced that the introduction of the colored line 
in religion is abhorrent to the best Christian 
sentiment of the day.’’

The Third Party Movement. 

For the first time since the war the state 
of Georgia has three distinct political organ- 
izations contending for supremacy. 

Two ofthese parties have been in the 
ring ever since the war, but the democrats 
long ago knocked about the last spark of 
life out of the republicans, so virtually there 
has been for many years but one political 
organization in the state. For eighteen 
years it has beenallups with the democracy, 
and downs with the republicans, and the 
lat@r party long agoconcluded, very wisely, 
to leave untouched the gauntlet thrown by 
its opponent. So complete has been the 
victory of the democracy, and so united have 
the good people of the state been in its sup- 
port, that it has been,left, without contest, 
to control the affairs of the state. 

If we understand aright notice is served 
that it must hereafter fight for what it gets, 
and it is not the republican party, but the 
national probibition party, that steps for- 
ward and calls a halt in the onward march 
of the Georgia democracy. The Rev. Sam 
Small leads the movement for a third party, 
and has already begun what he says will be 
an everlasting campaign. 

The question now is, what is the democ- 
zacy of the state to do? 

It cannot be denied that there are many 
thousands of earnest and active prohibition- 
ists in the ranks of the democratic party in 
this state, but whether or not any noticeble 
element of them will desert the party to join 
the newly organized move to establish the 
national prohibition party in the state, re- 
mains tobe seen. The earnestness’ with 
which Mr. Small has begun the fight, prom- 
ises that it will become more interesting. as 
it progresses. The people of every county 
will be asked to forsake party alliances and 
join the new party, as being the only one by 
which prohibition can be reached. 

We predict that the effort to break down 
the democracy will not thrive in Georgia. 
The democratic party in this state will not 
allow itself to become dismembered, but on 
the other hand will strengthen with opposi- 
tion.

Revolutionary Countrymen, 

It is not yet clearly known on this side of 
the water why the peasants of Roumania 
have suddenly raised the standard of revolt. 
The grievances of the insurrectionists are 
probably of a serious character, as our cable 
advices inform us that the uprising has re- 
sulted in the killing of several village may- 
ors, and the cutting of the telegraph wires. 
The threatened advance upon Bucharest 
shows the strength of the movement, be- 
cause the city contains a population of 250,- 
000, and is amply able to defend itself un- 
der ordinary circumstances. The fact that 
the territorial troops, a body of local militia, 
have proved inadequate to the emergency is 
significant, 

Very rarely have the peasants, or the 
country people, in any quarter of the globe, 
inaugurated and conducted a formidable 
revolution, but it ison record that when 
they once gét started they never fail to 
make a desperate fight against their ene- 
mies. Speaking of the proverbial reputa- 
tion of the country people for peace, Gener- 
al Toombs once remarked that it-was all a 
mistake, and that every few years in France 
the countymen sacked the towns and cities 
and overturned the government. The 
general perhaps put the matter in 
too lurid a light, but it must be 
admitted that in some countries the 
farmers have at times given their rulers a 
Jesson that was written in \Jetters of bi 

In the middle of the f th cex 
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Jacques Bonhomme headed an insurrection 
of peasants in France. Smarting under the 
high taxes and the insolence of the nobles, 
the farmers burned over 200 castles and 
captured many towns. So great was the 
terror inspired by them that the duchess of 


| Orleans and 300 highborn ladies fled to 


Measx for shelter. Fully 109,000 men 
took part, in this uprising,and although it was 
finally suppressed, it was at the loss of 
much blood and money, and not until the 
government had been shaken to its founda- 
tion. About thirty years later there was & 
similar outbreak in Eagland, headed by 
Wat Tyler and Jack Strow. The farmers 
and their field hands armed themselves with 
pitchforks and clubs, and ‘swept over the 
land like a whirlwind. They even bulldozed 
the king into promising them anything they 
demanded. After they had murdered several 
prominent officials, Wat Tyler was killed, 
and the king placed himself at the head of 
his troops and the citizens of London, and 
dispersed the rebels. 

It is not likely that the Roumanian peas- 
ants will be able to carry on a protracted 
warfare. Some of the neighboring countries 
will, if necessary, march their armies to the 
scene of action and restore order without 
bothering themselves about the questions 
involved in the disturbance. Still, this af- 
fair, with some of the sidelights of history 
thrown upon it, shows that even in this age 
of peace it will not do for the ruling classes 
in any land to give the country people just 
cause to appeal to the sword. It has been 
proved time and again that the brawny 
hand of the husbandman can pull the trig- 
ger and wield a sabre with deadly effect; 
even against the best soldiers of the world. 


THE country will not stand many more 
deadlocks on questions that do not concern 
the rights and liberties of the people. When 
Mr. Randall interposed his patriotism and 
his parliamentary knowledge between the 
people of the south and the force bill, his 
action was entirely justifiable, but it is ques- 
tionable whether the minority in a parlia- 
mentary body have the right to stop the 
wheels of legislation in matters of ordinary 
contern. Let the majority have its way 


and be held responsible therefor.

Sdm Small and Sam Jones Bit- 
terly Attack the Party. 


Striking Points of Some Striking Discourses 
—A Big Crowd Present to Give the 
New Party a Send Off. 


The third party movement has been officially 


started. 

And it has been started with a boom. 

Rev. Sam Small has figured in a mumber of 
different sensations during his somewhat 
checkered career, but the one last night ‘was 
probably the most important of all. 

The details of this third party movement 
have been made known to the public, and the 
fact that it would be inaugurated by Sam 
Small as ‘national organizer for Georgia’ ‘had 
a tendency to draw a big crowd. He always 
draws well. pe 

Last night’s audience was a rousing big one. 
There were prohibitionists of all shades of be- 
lief, and many ladies were present. Then 
there were ‘“‘antis,’’ who were there for curi- 
osity, but, taken all in all, the audience was 
one worthy of Sam Smal] and Sam Jones. 

They expected something of a startling na- 
ture, and they were not disappointed. 

On the stage were seated Rev. Sam W. 
Small, Professor Scomp, of Oxford, Mr. Philip 
Dodd, Bishop Turner, of the African Metho- 
dist church, Dr. J. O. Perkins, Mr. G. K. 
Woodward, of the Working World, Professor 
H. M. Sessions, of the Atlanta university, 
Rey. M. E. Abbey, Rev. William B. Smith, 
Mr. W.S. Stevens, Rey. G. C. Graves, and 
others. 

After a few inspiring pieces by the Atlanta 
Artillery band Dr. J, O. Perkins advanced to 
the footlights and said: 

‘As the secretary and ex-officio chairman of the 
national prohibition party in Georgia, I have the 
‘honor to call this meeting to order. Those who wish 
to join this party are invited to sign the carcs which 
are now being distributed through the audience and 
hand them to the committee at the door.”’ 

On one side of these cards were the words: 

We contend for: 

1. A statutory prohibition law with effective 
methods of enforcement for the state of Georgia. 

2, An amendment to the constitution of the state 
prohibitory ofthe liquor traffic. _ 

2 An amendment to the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States prohibiting the manufacture, supply,sale, 
importation or exportation of all alcoholic bever- 
ages. 

a & national commission to inquire into and re- 
= upon the statistics and effects of the alcoholic 

iquor traftic. ee 

5. The total abolition of the internal reyenue sys- 
tem of the United States. 

6. Immediate prohibition of the liquor traffic 
throughout all the territory under the exclusive ju- 
risdiction of the United States government, includ- 
ing military posts, reservations, soldiers’ homes, etc. 

7. The teaching in the public schools of the sci- 
entific truths concerning the nature and effect of 
alconolic beverages. 

8. Substantial national aid’ to public education 
and public improvement. 

9. Practical and fair protection to home industries 
against foreign cheap productious and pauper labor. 

10. Protection to the honest free labor of the state 
and nation against convict competition or the pro- 
ducts of prison labor. 

Can you not stand with us for these?”’ 

And on the other side of these cards was 
written: 

“If you agree with us and are ready and willing 
to co-operate for the accomplishment of these prop- 
ositions please sign below: 

Name ——-— Address 
name on our club list?’ 

Then after an earnest prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Graves, Dr. Perkins said: “I have the 
honor to introduce to you @ man who really 
needs no introduction to this audience—the 
Rev. Sam Small.”’ 

Mr. Small stepped ‘o the front, and was re- 
ceived with continued cheering by the great 
audience. It is impossible to give in detail the 
masterly speech which he delivered. It was 
certainly one of the most brilliant exhibitions 
of stump oratory ever heard in Atlanta— 
abounding in wit, humor, eloquence, logic and 
invective. It held the closest attention of the 
audience for nearly two hours, and was fre- 
quently interrupted by laughter and applause- 

ts etfect was unmistakable. 

“My position tonight needs noapology. To 
you who know the lamentable feature of my 
career in Atlanta for adozen years it is not 
necessary to rehearsethem. Youall know the 
troubles which came upon me, and what 
caused them. But I would be recreant to m 
wife, my children, my country and my God 
whorescued me from the depths of that de- 
spair into which I had fallen, did I not speak 
out. Itisto Him that I owe my cleanness of 
mind and soundness of body tonight.”’ 

‘‘Against the drink traflicI am committed 
now and forever, heart and soul and body, 
hand and foot in favor of the great principle of 
tena ge It is a principle inherent in man. 

3orn in the heart of mian and in the love and 
power of Almighty God, it enters also into the 
inevitable logic of events and into the legisla- 
tion of every government. This moral princi- 
ple is in the constitution of this country, 
coming under the head of the public morals, 
and it has been passed upon and settled by the 
courts time and again. The supreme court 
has not only said that this principle is consti- 
tutional, but they have said, too, that the peo- 
ple have a right to enforce it. 

“This principle has come to the front with 
tremendous force, It is in politics—and it is 
there to stay until this great question shal! be 
settled in the interest of humanity, good goy- 
ernment and God. 

‘‘No amount of abuse can deter the advo- 
cates of this principle of prohibition from doing 
their duty as they see it under God. 

‘‘Parties and men come and go—but this 
principle lives on forever, 

‘Ministers have been criticized for taking 
pas in the public discussions of prohibition. 
‘he prophets of old said that it was the mis- 
sion of the priest to discern between the clean 
and the unclean things and tell the people 
how to choose. Ifthe liquor traftic is not an 
unclean thing I would like to know why. 

“Oh, but some people don’t want the 
preachers to deal with this great principle—as 
one man in Atlanta said publicly during the 
last prohibition campaign in this city “that 
the preachers ought to be lashed back to their 
pulpit.” That man might be able to lash 
some of them but he would certainly have a 
picnic if he should come in ‘my direction. Of 
course the brewersand whisky men don’t like 
for preachers to take any part, but what de- 
cent man cares a fig for the brewers and whis- 
ky men? A blind man could see that ther 
abuse of the preachers springs solely from self- 
interest.

“Youall remember when Cleveland was 
elected in 1884.

As none of you 
will answer, I will.

ALSTON’S FATE. 


He Stabbed His Daughter to the 
Heart. 


One of the Most Frightful Tragedies of the 
Year—What Grew Out of an Elope- 
ment Down in Texas. 


WEATHERFORD, Texas, April 17.—The dee 
tails of the Alston murder case have already 
been given to the public, but a brief summary 
may not be out of place. Mr. J.N. Alston 
formerly a citizen of Goorgta, but for some 
years pasta well-to-do farmer residing near 
Poolville, in this country, killed his daughter 
Laura, a few days azo. 

Alston opposed his daughter’s marriage to a 
young man named Turpin. One night Turpin 
with a companion came to the house, and overs 
powered Alston and carried off Laura by force, 
The marriage took place the next day. A lston 
seut for the bride, and when she reached his 
house she informed him that she had planned 
the whole business in order to marry her lover 

In his rage Alston drew his knife and stab. 
bed the girl fourteen times in the breast, kill- 
ing her instantly. The authorities at once 
carried him to Weatherford, where he made 
the following statement before a justice: 

The State of Texas vs. J. N. Alston, No. 139 
pending before J. W. Squyres, a magistrate 
setting as an examination court in Parker 
county, Tex.: Now comes the defendant, J, N. 
Alston, and makes the following statement 
herein contained, to-wit: 

‘I enter a plea of guilty to the charge of 
killing Laura Turpin, as charged in the come. 
plaint against me. I do not wish to make any 
further statements. ‘This the 13th day of 
April, A. D,. 1888. J. N. Atsrow.” 

This was certified to by Mr. Squyres as veing 
correct, and after he had been admonished by 
the court that it could be used against him on 
the final trial. 

Your correspondent was present and he ap- 
peared perfectly cool and deliberate, and ap- 
peared to be calm and the same has character- 
ized his entire action in this matter. He 
showed in thecommencement that he had thore 
oughly matured his piansby invitingTurpin and 
his wife to his home Sunday. Then by mvit- 
ing Mrs. Turpin tocome and stay with his 
wife Monday, as he said to get her away from 
Turpin, so he could kill her without being in- 
terfered with. The coolness characterizes hig 
taking of his own life. 

Mr. Cleveland, the jailer, had taken every 
precaution to prevent him from succeeding, 
taking the blankets out of the cell. But not 
to be foiled, he tore aslit out of the blankets 
about six inches wide, and taking it he tied it 
around his neck and, standing on a bucket, 
tied this as farup the cell as h@could. ‘Then 
with a piece of towel, and it is supposed with 
his teeth, tied his hands together clasped. 
Then he drew his right leg up and dropped it 
over the ofher and then kicked the bucket out 
from under him, making it impossible for him 
to assist himself in any way and turning back 
impossible. 

He was found hanging in this position by 
Juiler Cleveland when he went on his rounds, 

Justice SquyreS held an inquest over him 
and rendered a verdict in accordance with 
these facts. 

The other inmates of the cells say that they 
heard no noise, but about cight o’clock in the 
night they heard a lgud thumping like thé 
loud beating of a heart, but otherwise nothing, 
and that they took no notice of this. 

Alston was in accll alone, and it was ime 

ossible for anyone to get to him without the 
<eys to the jail, which were in possession of 
Mr. Clevelaud. 

Thus one of the most brutal murders that 
has ever disgraced the annals of this county 
has been expiated by suicide, and stands out 
without a parallel as being the most heartless, 
brutal and extraordinary crime against the 
laws of God and man, and when his body was 
turned over to the undertaker it was viewed 
by hundreds of people, and not one spoke the 
first word in pity for hii, or in the commiser- 
ation of his bloody deed.

He has served Mr. Gilmore in this capacity for 
long years, and what hedoes not know about 
music, arrangements, encore pieces, etc., is not 
of much service to the best band in the world. 
At each city Visited he receives the pro- 
gramuie and gees into the music trunks after 
the music. 

He arranges the music racks on the stage 
and places the music for each player in the 
reguiar order cnthe rack with the music for 
probable encores under the regular programme 
piece. When it is considered that each pro- 
gramme consists of thirteen numbers, many 
of which are encored two and three times, and 
that each piece of music has sixty different 
sheets for as many different players, it may be 
seen that only the mostcareful system prevents 
the utmost confusion in the music box. But 
no one but the librarian touches the music, 
and he keeps it under lock and key excepting 
when in use on the stage, and his mistakes are 
few indeed. It may be mentioned that in re- 
sponding to demands foe encore, Mr. Gilmore 
dioes not play the same piece over, but plays 
something else of the same general style and 
characteristics. 

Sig. Tagliapietra is known as the best bari- 
tone in America, and has won the grandest 
success in opera.

© said it was his and that if he got it he could 

get free. I did not know that he was as big a 
rascal as he is—no way near it. 

It is perfectly evident’’ continued young 
Goldberg, “that I did not want to steal the 
money. Why that satchel contained bonds 
and money, two very valuable watches, one of 
them worth I snppose one thousand dollars: 
two diamond studs, fifty dollars in gold an 
other gold pieces, a heavy gold chain and other 
valuables. The way the money was taken 
argues against any intention on my part to 
commit crime. I was simply acting as a friend 
of Fleming and thought it was ail right, be- 
lieving as I did that he had a right to author- 
ize me to take the money.

who was to real an original paper on Joel 
Chandler Harris, was absent. It was resolved 
that the circle would postpone the discussion 
of the author till the next meeting and would 
wait till then to hear Dr. Chaney’s paper. 

Mr. Charlies T. Logan read an excellent 
sketch of Mr. Harris, referring chiefly to his 
home life and idiosyncracies. His remarks 
were heartily enjoyed by all. Below is a syn- 
opsis of what Mr.. Logan said: i 

When allusion is made to “my uncle” in the 
he pit Janghs and the heedless smile.

know him as Mr. Harris by sight, 

“but he ever lives within my heart as

not enjoyed the years of close, daily contact 
with him that I have, must prefer to have me 
call him plain Mr. Harris. Well, ‘piain Mr. 
Harris’ he shall be then, for never did soubri- 
net more aptly fit a nan than that my Uncle 
temus should a dubbed ‘plain Mr. arris.’ 

Of all plain men, Mr. Harris is the plainest. 

From his boot-tips to the cardinal crown of 
his head, heis plain. He cannot be anything 
else, and this seems to be his sole aim, purpose 
and ambition in life. If he shake hands with 
you, itsa plain shake; if he greet you, it isa 
piain.‘good morning,’ without embellishment, 
oe and if he wr.tes, itis always plain,floveablo, 
sweet, pure English. But his plainness by no 
means .makes him commonplace. Indeed, 
J think this distinguishing charac- 
teristic -rather elevates him above 
the plane of humanity, since the 
world is so prone to ostentation and show. 

Perhaps Mr. Harris’s plainness shows itself in 

nothing more forcibly than in hisdress. I 

think the records will bear me out in the as- 

sertion that he has never yet had a new suit of 
ciothing. He is never untidy, but noone has 
ever heard of the proverbial spring suit on the 
back of Mr. Harris. How he manages to get 
his clothes made old, no one knows, but this 
fact, while it is noticeable, never gives his 
friends any concern. They look upon it as 
more of a CONSTITUTION office joke than any- 
thing else. His trousers always bag at the 
knees, and if he didn’t have at least one but- 
ton off his coat he would not be happy. In 
justice to his head gear, let me say that he 
always wears the nobbiest derby hat and red 
hair; and carries a rustic hickory cane. This 
hickory cane is a part of the anatomy of Mr. 
Harris It was cut from the virgin forest 
near his West End home, and he was 
never know to be without it. He is 
not lame, but the hickory cane is 
as necessary to his make-up as the red cravat 
that ever adorns his shirt front to keep ao 
kind of harmonious blending with his stubby 
mustache and hair. In “his general appear- 
ance, therefore, it may be accepted that if he 
be not Mique, he is, at least, old fashioned.

THE REPUBLICANS. 


The District Convention Meets 
Yesterday at Calhoun Hall. 
Two Delegations From Yulton and Henry— 
A Cut and Dried Programine Carried 
Gut—A Stormy Session. 


At twelve o'clock yesterday the republicans 
met. By the very nature of things there are 
two sides to a republican convention. The 
followers of McHenry and Wimbrush formed 
one side, while the friends of Rucker and 
Thompson formed the other sideof the con- 
vention yesterday, as in the preliminary con- 
tests. 

It became pretty generally known before the 
time of mecting that the convention would be 
held in Calhoun’s Hall, 344 Decatur street, and 
when Chairman Rucker knocked on the table 
with his stick at_twelve o’clock, both sides to 
the republican convention were fully repre- 
sented. : | 

“Now,” announced the chairman, ‘‘when 
all that are not delegates to this convention 
have retired, then I will call the meeting to 
order—not before.” 

This was in as a vague a form as an an- 
nouncement could be put, but the Wimbush 
men saw a methed inat. 

“Who's goin’ tosay which is them that is 
delegates. and which is them that is not dele- 
gates ?’’ asked one of them. 

‘IT suppose I'll have to do that,’’ replied the 
chairman, thoughtfully, aud without paying 


any attention to the excitement stirred up by | 
his remark, he drew a list from his pocket and | 
coolly announced that he would read the list | 


of delegates. 

Wimbush interrupted, but tho, chairman 
wouldn’t recognize him, and after considerable 
delay the chairman read his list. Both Fulton 
and Henry counties, the only ones in which 
there had been a contest, were credited with 
itucker delegations. 

‘‘Now,’’ said the chairman as he finished 
reading, ‘‘all whose names are not on that list 
must retire.’’ 

After considerable squabbling the McHen- 
ry aud Wimibush crowd concluded to obey the 
order as they had a clear majority even after 
those eight votes were given to Rucker. 

By half-past twelve the hali was clear, and 
the chaifman announced tha* it was in order 
to proceed with the temporary organization. 

Taylor Slanghter was made chairman and 
J. A. Sykes seeretary. Lhe new chairman 
stated that he would listen to nothing bunt 
bus:ness, and asked for quiet and order. 

A motion was made and carried to appoint a 
committee of five on credentials. The chair- 
man drew from his pocket ascrap of paper and 
read the names: O. C. Gill, of Newton; T. 
A. Murray, of Campbell; G. W. Horton, of 
DeKalb: Isaac Dorsey, of Fayette; Hudson 
Henry, of Clayton. 

“How long has that been cut and dried,” 
yelled Thompson. 

‘How eome you had their names fixed up?” 
asked another. 

The chairman took the matter calmly, just 
as if he had expected all that, andin the midst 
of the confusion the committee retired ata 
few minutes after one o’clock. They staid 
out unti] 3:15. Nobody had had dinner, but 
ali remained. The hall is a long, narrow cofiin 
shaped roow, with an appropriate plenty of 
cobweb frescoing. There were seats for possi- 
bly two dozen people, and the others were 
obliged to stand. 

Ateach of the nymerous transoms were a 
half dozen or more faces, and at the door was 
an huge delegate named Smith, who was act- 
ing as coorkeeper. Nobody seemed to care 
how long the committee staid ont. The dele- 
gates ate peanuts and smoked cigarettes, and 
all was quiet and peace. It was the calm _ be- 
fore the storm.
